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In  Memoriam 


Bernard  C.  Collins  liked  to  cruise  and  fish  Town  Cove.  It  was  part 
of  his  life.  He  was  born  within  sight  of  the  ocean  while  his  father  was  sta- 
tioned at  the  U.S.  Life  Saving  Station  in  Eastham.  He  went  to  school  In 
what  is  now  the  Eastham  Schoolhouse  Museum. 

BernardsC.  Collins,  Sr.  left  Eastham  as  a  young  man,  served  his 
country  in  World  War  I.  He  came  home  and  married  Abbie  Nickerson,  and 
went  Into  business,  In  Quincy,  and  Boston. 

Then  he  came  to  Eastham.  He  was  a  Selectman  from  1956  to  1962, 
and  a  prime  mover  of  the  town  acquiring  the  Windmill  Green  from  the 
Crosby  family;  a  charter  member  and  director  of  the  Eastham  Historical 
Society;  and  one  of  the  former  students  of  the  Eastham  Schoolhouse 
whose  time  and  talents  were  Instrumental  in  the  society  purchasing  the 
building. 

Bernard  C.  Collins  was  a  warm,  friendly  man  who  gave  of  himself, 
his  resources,  and  expertise  for  his  town,  his  country,  his  family,  his 
friends,  and  for  those  he  knew  needed  him.  He  will  be  missed,  but  his 
memory  and  the  things  he  has  done  for  others  will  be  remembered  for 
generations.

As  1981  began,  both  short-range  and  long-term  problems  arose  for 
the  Town  because  of  state  and  federal  actions.  A  serious  shortfall  was 
projected  affecting  not  only  current  operating  budgets,  but  also  FY  1983 
budgets  because  of  the  loss  of  excise  taxes  and  other  revenues  due  to 
Proposition  IVi.  Further,  our  1982  needs  would  have  to  be  planned  using 
a  1979  base.  Thus,  our  expenses  could  be  met  only  by  a  major  draw-down 
of  our  available  funds  as  all  contracts,  Inflation  and  growth  costs  as  well 
as  maintenance  of  existing  services  and  operations  would  have  to  be  ab- 
sorbed. Because  of  the  cooperation  of  all  our  departments  and  commit- 
tees, we  met  this  difficult  challenge:  All  essential  services  and  needed 
and  experienced  staff  remained  intact  for  FY  1982,  although  several 
capital  projects  had  to  be  curtailed  or  postponed. 

However,  the  forecast  for  the  years  ahead  looked  bleak  with  the 
additional  threat  of  loss  of  federal  revenues  which  would  ripple  through 
all  governmental  levels.  Meanwhile,  needed  amendments  curing  the 
flaws  in  Proposition  2V2  and  extra  local  aid,  both  necessitating  action  by 
the  state  legislature  and  approval  by  the  Governor,  were  stalled.  Because 
local  governments  had  made  2V2  work,  calls  for  aid  went  unheard.  We 
would  fail  because  we  had  been  successful:  We  were  caught  in  what 
could  be  termed  a  "Catch  2V2." 

Through  efforts  of  pressure  groups,  including  the  organization 
responsible  for  the  passage  of  2V2  Itself,  Citizens  for  Limited  Taxation, 
and  our  own  Massachusetts  Municipal  Association  (Eastham  has  a  seat 
on  its  Board  of  Directors),  extra  local  aid  was  approved  cutting  some  of 
the  losses  of  revenues  for  many  but  not  all  of  the  cities  and  towns  of  the 
Commonwealth.  Further,  the  needed  technical  amendments  to  2V2  were 
passed  and  approved  in  last-minute,  year-end  action.  Thus,  Eastham 
found  itself  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  a  strong  and  sound  position.  Our 
available  funds  had  been  restored  through  conservation  measures  and 
increased  local  revenues,  and  2V2  amendments,  allowing  for  new 
growth  ratables,  had  been  approved.  Further,  we  could  open  the  "safety- 
valve"  of  a  local  override  to  2V2if  necessary  to  meet  FY  1983  needs. 

Thus,  our  active  participation  in  state-wide  actions  had  helped 
bring  relief.  In  addition  several  of  our  own  efforts  were  finally  successful. 
After  repeated  assurances  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  that  the 
Route  6  Safety  Improvement  Project  (already  delayed  several  times), 
would  be  funded  and  was  scheduled  to  begin  in  the  spring  of  1981,  funds 
were  "re-routed"  to  another  state  project  without  our  prior  notification 
nor  opportunity  to  comment.  Furthermore,  no  future  commitment  was 
made.  Meanwhile,  Eastham's  record  for  the  highest  number  of  accidents 
In  the  Commonwealth  per  mile  continued  -  over  120  major  accidents  each 
year.  We  took  immediate  action,  stating  our  case  directly  to  state  and 
federal  elected  and  agency  officials.  By  June,  a  skim-coat  had  been  ap- 
plied which  improved  the  badly-deteriorated  surface  conditions.  By  Oc- 
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tober,  funding  commitments  were  firm  for  FY  1982. 

Our  own  efforts  were  also  successful  in  halting  the  promulgation 
of  ill-conceived  and  unrealistic  regulations  for  pre-hospital  services. 
Working  closely  with  the  Cape  and  Islands  Emergency  Medical  Systems, 
the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Association,  the  Governor  and  his  legal 
staff,  and  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs  we  were  able  to  force  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  to  revise  its  regulations  and  to  promise  to 
hold  another  round  of  public  hearings  early  in  1982.  (As  of  this  writing,  we 
are  working  for  regulations  that  will  reflect  the  unique  character  and  con- 
ditions of  the  rural  areas  of  the  state  as  well  as  those  of  the  urban 
centers.)  It  is  hoped  that  success  here  would  strike  another  blow  against 
unrealistic  and  unreasonable  uniform  codes  and  aid  in  the  battle  for  flexi- 
ble standards  and  optional  levels  of  service.  Thus  more  effective  and  effi- 
cient delivery  of  all  needed  services  for  our  citizens  could  be  accomplish- 
ed. 

Our  efforts  in  coordination  with  National  Seashore  officials  to 
secure  funding  from  the  federal  government  for  the  Coast  Guard  Beach 
Reconstruction  Project  have  not  been  successful  to  date.  Although  the 
two  million  dollar  project  was  ready  only  awaiting  funding  and  need 
demonstrated  for  the  project's  facilities  both  on-season  and  off-season, 
the  new  administration  in  Washington,  making  deep  cuts  in  many  federal 
budgets,  included  the  Department  of  the  Interior  in  its  reductions.  With 
even  more  cuts  anticipated  in  the  years  ahead,  it  would  seem  unrealistic 
to  believe  the  project  will  be  built  in  this  decade.  (As  of  this  writing,  we 
understand  yet  another  plan  to  build  a  town-owned  ocean  beach  on  town 
property  off  Ocean  View  Drive  may  be  offered  to  our  voters  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  in  1982.) 

Town-funded  projects  such  as  our  road  overlay  program  continue, 
albeit  at  curtailed  levels.  Over  $40,000.00  was  voted  in  May  for  the  im- 
provement of  Schoolhouse  Road  which  has  been  completed.  While 
monies  for  the  building  site  off  Massasoit  Road  for  the  new  police  sta- 
tion have  been  voted,  the  construction  of  the  facility  must  remain  "on 
hold."  Other  improvements  which  will  soon  demand  voter  attention  in- 
clude new  fire  equipment  and  staffing,  a  septage  facility,  and  snow- 
removal  equipment.  Maintenance  and  repairs  to  our  Town  Hall  continue 
as  needed  with  outside  work  scheduled  for  the  spring  of  1982. 

Size  of  a  town  Is  usually  regarded  as  its  measure  of  strength  and 
Its  ability  to  get  things  done.  Eastham  has  proven  to  be  the  exception  to 
this  rule.  We  have  overcome  the  disadvantage  of  our  small  size  with  the 
strength  of  our  determination  to  protect  and  to  promote  the  interests  of 
our  Town.  The  long  list  of  projects,  several  pending  for  many  years,  has 
been  completed.  Our  activist  approach  has  been  successful.  Our  "reach" 
has  extended,  and  must  continue  to  extend,  "beyond  our  grasp." 
Alliances  at  county,  state  and  federal  levels  have  been  carefully  con- 
structed, and  should  continue  to  serve  us  well  In  the  years  ahead  if  they 
are  maintained.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 

The  tax  rate  for  Fiscal  Year  1982  is  $14.20,  a  drop  of  $1.70  from 
Fiscal  Year  1981  of  $15.90.  The  School's  percentage  of  that  figure  is  65% 
or  $9.20  per  thousand  dollars  valuation,  and  the  General  Rate,  encom- 
passing all  other  municipal  areas,  is  $5.00.  We  can  contribute  the  drop  to 
hard  work  on  the  part  of  all  the  Town's  departments  and  committees. 
Because  of  the  passage  of  Proposition  "2V2",  we  were  given  an  amount 
we  could  raise  through  taxation  rolled  back  to  our  1979  figure.  We  had  to 
live  with  it  -  and  we  did  -  but  -  without  cutting  essential  services  or  staff, 
despite  the  fact  that  three  years'  inflation,  growth,  and  fixed  costs,  in- 
surance and  mandated  costs  such  as  County  Assessments,  had  to  be  ab- 
sorbed in  each  budget. 

This  year,  because  of  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1979,  or  the  new 
"Classification  Law",  Eastham  has  voted  revaluation  of  all  property,  and 
once  again  the  United  Appraisal  Company  of  Hartford,  Connecticut  was 
the  low  bidder  for  this  project.  Because  of  Proposition  2V2,  which  limited 
the  amount,  we  could  raise  $105,800  and  this  amount  was  appropriated 
for  this  project  this  fiscal  year,  and  $29,300  must  be  appropriated  to 
finish  the  job  next  fiscal  year. 

During  the  past  several  years,  it  has  been  more  and  more  apparent 
to  the  Board  of  Assessors,  the  pressing  need  to  create  and  appoint  a  per- 
son to  assist  the  Board  in  directing  and  managing  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment. The  continued  involvement  by  the  State  in  demanding  more 
reports  and  also  the  new  laws  which  have  been  enacted  by  the  votes  of 
the  people.  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1979,  and  Chapter  580  of  the  Acts 
of  1980,  or  the  new  "Proposition  2V2  Law",  it  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  to  operate  the  Assessing  Department  without  this  proper 
management. 

Each  year  presents  new  challenges,  and  new  directions.  This  year 
has  been  no  exception.  We  look  forward  to  serving  you,  the  taxpayers, 
because  this  department  is  the  hub  of  the  wheel  that  turns  the  town  for- 
ward to  serve  you  better.

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Report  of  the 
Board  of  Health 


To  the  residents  and  taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Eastham: 

This  past  year,  your  Board  of  Health  was  active  In  wide,  varied 
areas  in  the  community,  all  of  which  fell  under  Its  jurisdiction.  The 
spectrum  went  from  Home  Health  Care  and  an  Improved  school  nurse 
program  to  operating  the  sanitary  landfill  and  the  septage  facility. 

Sincere  thanks  to  John  Alexander,  who  again  this  year  acted  as 
our  Health  Agent,  and  to  Henry  Lind,  for  his  valuable  assistance  In  cases 
involving  wetlands  protection. 

As  always,  the  trained  personnel  of  the  Barnstable  County  Health 
Department,  especially  Dick  Sturtevant  and  Sue  NIckerson,  were  at  our 
disposal,  where  their  assistance  in  providing  professional  methods  in 
their  inspections  and  water  analyses  greatly  improved  the  scope  of  this 
Board. 

This  past  year,  Schofield  Brothers  contracted  to  Inspect  our 
sanitary  landfill  area  per  DEQE  regulations.  Extra  computations  and 
research  on  the  part  of  Peter  Soule,  John  Chase,  and  Dick  Barbini  of  this! 
firm,  were  instrumental  in  determining  the  future  life  of  the  dump,  and 
planning  for  the  future  regarding  landfill  and  septage  treatment. 

Again,  this  year,  because  of  Proposition  2V2,  the  landfill  area  was 
closed  two  days  a  week.  From  our  on-site  survey  last  summer,  the  Board 
followed  the  mandate  of  the  taxpayers,  and  closed  the  landfill  Mondays 
and  Tuesdays. 

This  was  the  first  year  of  operation  of  our  temporary  septage 
facility.  With  proper  maintenance.  It  proved  reliable  and  efficient.  We 
have  been  active  in  the  finallzatlon  of  plans  for  a  new  two  ton  septage 
treatment  facility  In  Orleans.  At  the  time  of  this  writing,  the  exact  scope 
of  that  facility  Is  actively  being  pursued  by  the  selectmen  of  that  town 
and  two  study  committees.  Whatever  the  outcome,  this  Board  Is 
prepared  to  pursue  a  program  that  will  benefit  the  taxpayers  of  our  town. 

Perhaps  the  highlight  of  this  past  year  was  the  procurement  of  an 
agreement,  and  subsequent  contract,  with  Wellfleet  Home  Health  Agen- 
cy. This  facility,  under  the  efficient  guidance  and  administration  of  Eileen 
Cabral,  has  improved  health  care  In  our  community  several  fold. 

Again,  this  year,  this  Board  has  been  active  and  concerned  with 
the  ground  water  study  currently  being  done  by  the  CCPEDC,  and  we 
have  given  this  study  our  top  priority. 
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We  have  worked  and  always  will  work,  to  see  that  Eastham's 
health  needs  will  never  take  a  back  seat  to  other  community  projects.

The  Barnstable  County  Health  department  was  created  when  an 
enabling  act  (Mass.  G.L  Acts  of  1926,  Chap.  133)  was  passed.  On  January 
1,  1927,  a  county  health  officer  was  appointed.  The  duties  of  the  health 
officer  are  prescribed  by  the  County  Commissioners  and  may  include 
serving  as  an  agent  of  the  board  of  health  of  those  towns  which  request 
it.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  no  other  county  in  all  of  New  England  has 
followed  this  pattern,  although  this  is  a  typical  structure  throughout  the 
rest  of  the  country. 

The  purpose  of  the  department  has  not  changed  in  its  56  years  of 
service;  the  aims  of  good  public  practice  are  still  upheld:  prevention  of 
illness,  provision  of  needed  services,  promotion  of  a  healthy  environ- 
ment and  way  of  life.  However,  needs  change,  and  methods  of  serving 
change. 

At  present,  a  staff  of  nineteen  provides  certain  services  in  the 
following  fields:  communicable  disease  control,  dental  hygeine,  en- 
vironmental health,  medical  social  work,  nursing,  and  the  operation  of 
the  area  clinics  for  Handicapped  Children.  All  of  these  have  been 
developed  in  accordance  with  policies  and  regulations  of  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health,  and  are  coordinated  with 
the  work  of  the  Southeastern  Regional  office  of  that  Department.  On  a 
local  level,  some  services  supplement  those  of  individual  towns,  of 
schools  and  of  other  health  related  agencies.  Activities  range  from  com- 
plex planning,  program  development,  educational  offerings, 
undergraduate  and  graduate  student  education,  consultation,  informa- 
tion, referral,  to  direct  patient  care. 

Last  year,  in  the  Handicapped  Children's  Program,  609  children 
were  seen  for  orthopedic  services,  147  for  neurologic  services,  20  for 
pediatric-psychiatric  consultations.  The  environmental  laboratory  carried 
out  7,470  tests  on  water  samples,  46%  from  private  wells  and  45%  from 
town  water  supplies,  and  others  from  ponds  and  beach  areas.

A  close  liaison  exists  with  other  county  departments.  The  county 
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health  officer  serves  as  a  designated  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  Cape  and  Islands  Hospital  Consortium.  Professional  staff  at  the 
Barnstable  County  Hospital,  at  the  Barnstable  County  House  of  Correc- 
tion, at  the  County  Extension  Service,  the  Cape  Cod  Planning,  Economic 
Development  Commission,  all  share  with  this  department  in  certain 
aspects  of  maintenance  of  health,  health  education,  and  protection  of 
the  environment.  The  Health  Resource  Center,  located  at  the  learning 
resource  center  of  the  Cape  Cod  Community  College,  is  co-sponsored  by 
the  Barnstable  County  Health  Department.

staff. 

Lieutenant/Inspector/Paramedic,  Ronald  Alexander  resigned  his 
position  to  pursue  his  career  in  the  construction  business.  Ron  had  been 
with  the  department  for  seven  years  working  his  way  up  the  ranks.  He 
had  become  a  familiar  sight  on  inspections  with  his  father  John  Alex- 
ander, Building  Inspector.  We  wish  Ron  the  best  of  luck  in  his  business 
pursuits. 

The  position  of  Lieutenant/Inspector  has  been  filled  by  Theodore 
Mickle.  Lieutenant  Mickle  is  in  the  process  of  working  towards  his 
degree  in  Fire  Science  at  the  Cape  Cod  Community  College. 

The  position  of  Rescue  Lieutenant  is  being  handled  by  Gary  Burns 
with  Lieutenant  Mickle  assisting  him. 

Our  daytime  calls  have  increased  with  our  reliance  for  mutual  aid 
from  the  Town  of  Orleans  increasing.  This  is  due  to  the  inability  of  pre- 
sent fulltime  staff  of  three  people  to  handle  these  calls.  A  study  Is  being 
conducted  to  inquire  into  the  necessity  of  adding  additional  fulltime 
men.  In  light  of  proposition  2V2  we  are  moving  cautiously  but  necessarily 
towards  this  end.

Report  of  the 
Natural  Resources  Officer 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

With  the  continued  assistance  of  monies  received  from  the  Com- 
momwealth,  our  hatchery  and  growout  program  produced  over  one 
million  seed  quahogs  during  the  past  summer.  Together  with  increased 
predator  control  work,  the  harvest  of  shellfish  continues  to  be  strong.  A 
record  627  bushels  were  taken  from  Salt  Pond  this  year  by  5,035  people. 
We  expect  to  expand  the  growout  facilities  to  include  oysters  soon,  and 
we  are  looking  forward  to  a  return  of  the  Oyster  Sunday  phenomenon. 

Scalloping  this  year  was  poor,  but  an  abundant  set  of  juveniles  oc- 
curred in  Town  Cove.  About  200  bushels  of  seed  were  transplanted  dur- 
ing the  fall  to  protect  them  against  winter  ice.  We  hope  that  this  will 
result  in  a  successful  harvest  next  fall  in  several  areas.  Mussels  continue 
to  gain  popularity,  especially  with  a  shortage  of  soft  shell  clams.  About 
300  bushels  of  mussel  seed  were  transplanted  to  protected  areas  for 
growth. 

The  shellfish  permit  sales  for  the  year  were  as  follows:  A  total  of 
2,101  permits  were  issued;  44%  to  residents  and  taxpayers,  42%  were 
issued  to  tenants  or  families  renting  in  Eastham,  1  %  were  issued  to  non- 
tenants, 4%  were  issued  to  resident  commercial  fishermen,  10%  were 
issued  free  to  residents  over  65  years  of  age. 

The  red  tide  bloom  did  not  reach  high  enough  levels  to  require 
closure  this  year.  Research  by  Woods  Hole  continues  on  this 
phenomenon. 

The  water  table  has  risen  enough  to  allow  successful  migration  of 
herring  in  the  two  runs;  both  adults  and  juveniles  were  observed  in  good 
quantities.  The  Herring  Pond  run  continues  to  improve  with  the  return  of 
fish  transplanted  there  several  years  ago. 

The  Coastal  Zone  Management  Program  Oil  Spill  Contingency  Program 
provided  response  training  for  members  of  the  department  together  with 
Highway  department  workers  this  year.  Several  potential  pollution  pro- 
blems were  averted  using  methods  and  materials  from  this  training. 

Again,  our  thanks  to  the  many  volunteers  who  have  assisted  us 
during  the  past  year.

Monthly  meetings  attended  included  meetings  on  such  subjects 
as  Hurricane  Planning,  Water  Shortages,  and  various  other  items  too 
numerous  to  discuss  in  detail. 

One  program  the  Office  of  Emergency  Preparedness  is  in  the  pro- 
cess of  compiling  is  the  controversial  "Mini  Crisis  Relocation  Plan."  This 
plan,  still  in  the  planning  stage,  would  have  Eastham  becoming  a  host 
community  for  a  large  number  of  evacuees  from  off-Cape. 

The  generator  purchased  in  1980  has  become  operational.  Many 
thanks  are  due  Frank  Fuller  and  his  many  volunteers  who  donated  their 
time  on  this  project.

1981  was  another  busy  year  showing  an  increase  of  5%  in  building 
permits  from  the  previous  year. 

We  issued:

Report  of 
Town  Counsel 

The  Town  of  Eastham  continues  to  face  the  problem  of  inflation 
and  the  need  for  budgetary  restraint.  The  most  recent  reduction  in 
Eastham's  tax  rate  is  a  success  for  which  all  residents  and  Town  officials 
can  be  proud.  However,  as  the  Town  begins  to  feel  the  long-term  effect  of 
these  restraints,  it  is  important  that  proper  liability  protection  is  main- 
tained and  that  key  employees  not  be  lost.  Eastham  is  fortunate  to  have 
many  qualified  and  experienced  personnel  whose  daily  efforts  have  con- 
tributed to  keeping  the  Town's  tax  rate  low. 

The  Town  presently  has  a  Charter  Commission  that  is  working  on 
a  review  of  the  Town's  government  structure.  Eastham  lacks  a  clear 
codification  of  its  By-Laws  and  has  no  formal  charter.  It  is  my  opinion 
that  these  matters  should  receive  the  highest  priority  in  the  coming  year. 
The  Charter  Commission  provides  an  ideal  opportunity  for  the  residents 
of  Eastham  to  refine  and  clarify  the  lines  of  authority  and  administra- 
tion. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  many  people  who  have 
cooperated  and  worked  with  me  this  year.

The  members  of  the  Archives  Committee  assisted  the  Town  Clerk 
by  being  present  in  the  Town  Hall  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  morn- 
ings during  July  and  August  to  help  persons  engaged  in  genealogical 
and  other  research  by  use  of  the  town  records.  The  records  were  thus 
properly  safe-guarded  and  inquirers  assisted  without  the  Town  Clerk 
being  taken  from  her  regular  work. 

The  Massachusetts  Council  on  Arts  and  Humanities  did  not  give 
the  Town  a  grant  in  December,  1981  due  to  a  shortage  of  funds  and  a 
change  in  policy.  Previously  the  Council  granted  the  Town  monies  to 
preserve  early  records.  The  Council  decided  not  to  make  grants  for  this 
purpose  in  the  1982  Fiscal  Year.  This  is  particularly  unfortunate  because 
the  Town  of  Orleans  returned  to  Eastham  the  original  town  vital  record 
books  that  went  to  Orleans  in  1797.  These  records  are  in  need  of  conser- 
vation and  repair  and  hopefully  we  will  undertake  this  project  in  1982  and 
1983. 

Mrs.  Aline  VanHouten  and  Mrs.  Isabelle  Brackett  completed  the 
Eastham  Bicentennial  Book  which  contains  memorabilia  of  Eastham's 
celebration  of  our  country's  200th  birthday.  The  book  is  in  the  custody  of 
the  Town  Clerk  and  has  been  a  project  of  the  Archives  Committee  for 
several  years.

The  old  windmill  completed  its  351st  year  with  visitors  from  as  far 
away  as  Sri  Lanka,  Tasmania,  Patagonia  and  Ohio.  Bus  tours  are  increas- 
ingly popular  with  a  one  day  record  of  six.  The  estimate  of  total  visitors  is 
well  over  25,000.  Donations  and  post  card  sales  were  higher  than  in 
several  years,  due  to  more  visitors  and  a  new  supply  of  cards. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  improvements,  principally  in  land- 
scaping that  include  clearing  away  bushes,  pruning  lilacs  and  roses  to 
improve  the  spring  blossoms  and  new  bulbs  planted  by  the  Eastham  Cub 
Scouts  at  the  front  of  the  green.  The  Non-resident  Taxpayers  Association 
donated  two  sturdy  new  benches  and  Bill  Hall  should  be  recognized  for 
all  his  efforts  to  see  the  project  through.  Fred  Trahan  again  donated  his 
time  and  skills  to  keep  the  pump  in  operation  and  everyone  who  enjoyed 
the  refreshing  stop  at  our  well  thanks  him  for  it. 

It  might  be  worthwhile  to  publish  a  brochure  explaining  the  mill 
and  its  workings.  Many  such  historic  sites  raise  money  in  this  fashion 
and  there  are  requests  for  one  from  time  to  time.  Remember  to  visit  your 
mill.  Don't  leave  all  the  enjoyable  things  about  Eastham  to  visitors.

Eastham  Council  on  Aging 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Council  on  Aging  represents  all  persons  59  and  over  who 
reside  in  Eastham.  Our  primary  responsibilities  are  to  design,  to  promote 
and  to  implement  services  and  programs  for  the  approximately  1150  per- 
sons falling  into  this  category  of  "seasoned  citizens." 

The  Council  presently  has  11  Eastham  residents  on  its  Board  of 
Directors.  These  men  and  women  are  appointed  to  this  unpaid  position 
by  the  Selectmen  for  three  year  terms  and  are  the  backbone  of  this 
organization. 
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The  daily  operation  of  the  Council  is  accomplished  by  our  Direc- 
tor, Sandy  Szedlak,  and  our  Clerk,  Gurlie  Velander.  Our  office  is  located 
in  the  downstairs  of  the  Town  Hall,  thus  nnaking  it  possible  to  utilize  the 
kitchen  area  as  well  as  the  other  facilities  which  are  available. 

The  Council  would  like  to  recognize  and  thank  Jeanne  Stage, 
Becky  Wagner,  Judy  Zeiek,  Diana  Quin,  and  Jane  Bove  who  have  provided 
their  professional  services  for  our  Blood  Pressure  Clinics  throughout  the 
year. 

With  the  cooperation  of  Elder  Services  of  Cape  Cod  and  the 
Islands,  we  have  been  able  to  provide  a  congregate  meal  site  every  Mon- 
day throughout  the  year.  We  serve  the  noon  meal  to  approximately  45  par- 
ticipants per  week.  Occasionally  programs  following  the  meal  are  offered 
by  the  nutritionist  from  Elder  Services,  the  Town  Nurse,  officers  from 
local  banks,  and  other  area  residents. 

The  Council  publishes  a  newsletter  entitled  "Windmill  Whisper- 
ings" approximately  eight  times  during  the  year.  Local  businesses  help 
to  defray  the  costs  of  the  printing  by  sponsoring  each  issue.  We  are  in- 
deed grateful  to  these  generous  people.

Report  of  the 
Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic 
Development  Commission 


The  Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic  Development  Commission 
by  unanimous  vote,  has  established  water  resources  management  and 
regionalized  solid  waste  management  as  its  two  co-equal,  highest  priori- 
ty projects.  The  proposed  CCPEDC  FY83  budget,  although  reduced  from 
the  original  request,  will  accommodate  the  continuation  of  work  in  these 
areas.  Changes  at  the  federal  level  caused  interruptions  in  both  the 
economic  development  and  coastal  zone  management  programs,  while 
administrative  impossibilities  eliminated  historic  preservation  from  the 
Commission's  efforts.  Legislation  sponsored  by  the  Commission  to  in- 
itiate a  Charter  Commission  to  study  Barnstable  County  government  and 
to  enable  the  County  to  bond  for  a  regional  solution  to  solid  waste 
disposal,  was  not  enacted  by  the  General  Court.  Legislation  for  the 
Charter  Commission  has  been  re-^iled  for  consideration  in  the  1982  ses- 
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sion.  Fiscal  autonomy  has  been  provided  to  County  governments  and  the 
Barnstable  County  budget  will  now  be  finalized  by  the  vote  of  the  Barn- 
stable County  Finance  Board. 

This  report  highlights  the  activities  and  accomplishments  of  the 
CCPEDC,  its  staff,  and  advisory  committees  during  1981. 

VJATER  RESOURCES  PLANNING 

Under  a  matching  (208)  grant  from  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protec- 
tion Agency  (EPA)  Commission's  water  resources  staff  provided  con- 
tinued assistance  to  Cape  communities  in  water  quality  planning.  During 

1981 ,  CCPEDC  staff  focused  on  a  number  of  local  control  mechanisms  to 
achieve  augmented  groundwater  protection. 

Realizing  that  (208)  funding  is  to  terminate  during  the  summer  of 

1982,  the  CCPEDC  appointed  a  subcommittee  to  investigate  the  future  of 
the  water  resources  program.  This  subcommittee  met  seven  times  and 
recommended  that  the  program  be  continued  on  County  funds.  This 
recommendation  was  endorsed  by  CCPEDC,  the  Association  for  the 
Preservation  of  Cape  Cod  and  the  Barnstable  County  Utilities  Associa- 
tion and  is  currently  being  considered  in  the  County  budget  process. 

SOUP  WASTE  MANAGEMENT 

The  Commission  has  charged  its  Solid  Waste  Advisory  Commit- 
tee (SWAC)  with  making  recommendations  toward  a  solution  to  the  pro- 
blem of  rapidly  depleting  landfill  space  and  the  ever-increasing  costs  of 
landfilling. 

The  fifteen  Cape  Towns  signed  a  letter  of  interest  with  TRICIL 
Resources,  Inc.  in  support  of  a  Cape  Cod  regional  waste-to-energy  pro- 
ject. The  resolution  does  not  commit  any  town  to  a  contract,  but  merely 
declares  an  interest  in  the  processing  of  each  town's  solid  waste  at  a 
regional  facility  as  proposed  by  TRICIL.  The  development  of  such  a  facili- 
ty would  be  subject  to  terms  and  conditions  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
towns  and  TRICIL.  In  return  for  this  resolution,  TRICIL  is  conducting  a 
comprehensive  feasibility  study  of  various  resource  recovery  alternatives 
for  Cape  Cod.  The  study  will  be  completed  in  early  1982. 

Since  the  resolution  in  no  way  prevents  other  options  from  being 
pursued,  the  Committee  has  sought  proposals  from  over  thirty  other 
firms  through  an  informal  Request  for  Proposal  (RFP).  Nineteen 
responses  were  received.  A  three-member  evaluation  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  evaluate  the  proposals,  as  well  as  the  TRICIL  study.  Out  of  this 
Informal  RFP  will  emerge  a  formal  RFP,  to  be  sent  to  those  firms  which 
seem  most  capable  of  dealing  with  the  solid  waste  problem  on  Cape  Cod. 
In  conjunction  with  the  evaluation  of  the  proposals,  the  staff  is  conduc- 
ting a  survey  of  the  Cape's  major  steam,  energy  and  fuel  users  to  deter- 
mine who  would  be  potential  buyers  of  energy  or  steam  produced  by  a 
resource  recovery  facility.  ' 
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TRANSPORTATION 

The  Cape  Cod  Rail  Trail  western  segment  was  dedicated  on 
September  25, 1981 .  This  segment  extended  the  bicycle  trail  to  19.6  miles 
and  now  stretches  from  Dennis  to  Eastham. 

Significant  work  during  the  past  year  was  devoted  to  the  develop- 
ment of  an  energy  contingency  plan  for  Cape  Cod.  This  plan  is  being 
prepared  in  the  event  fuel  shortages  occur  similar  to  those  shortfalls  oc- 
curring in  1974  and  1979.  Thus  far  the  Commission's  staff  has  inventoried 
all  retail  fuel  suppliers  on  the  Cape  in  addition  to  major  employers  and 
motels/hotels.  The  plan  will  define  the  best  use  of  public  and  private 
transportation  providers.  The  plan  will  also  deal  with  the  best  distribution 
of  fuel  should  the  Cape  be  faced  with  another  energy  shortage.  The  plan 
is  designed  to  maintain  essential  government  services  and  private 
employment  during  times  of  fuel  shortages. 

COASTAL  ZONE  MANAGEMENT 

The  CZM  Program  is  funded  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Commerce/National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration/Office  of 
CZM.  On  the  state  level  the  program  is  administered  by  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs/MCZM.  And,  in 
Barnstable  County,  the  CCPEDC  received  its  seventh  round  of  grant  fun- 
ding from  Mass.  CZM  for  the  Regional  CZM  Program  on  August  1,  1981. 

The  CZM  Citizen's  Advisory  Committee  (CAC)  to  CCPEDC  re- 
organized this  year  and  will  no  longer  commit  the  majority  of  its  time  to 
grant  recommendations  because  of  federal  budget  cutbacks.  However, 
the  CAC  will  undertake  an  active  monitoring  and  commenting  program 
over  all  federal  and  state  activities  affecting  the  coastal  zone  of  Cape 
Cod.  The  CAC  will  continue  to  meet  monthly. 

CCPEDC  continued  to  monitor  and  comment  on  North  Atlantic 
Outer  Continental  (OCS)  Oil  and  Gas  Lease  Sale  activities  conducted  by 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Interior's  Bureau  of  Land  Management/OCS  Of- 
fice and  Geological  Survey  Office  (USGS).  The  second  round  of  lease 
sales  for  Georges  Bank  was  numbered  52.  Comments  on  the  Lease  Sale 
number  52  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Statement  were  delivered  to  the 
Bureau  of  Land  Management  by  CCPEDC  at  a  public  hearing  in 
November  at  Faneuil  Hall.  The  Final  Sale  is  slated  for  October  1982  and 
the  third  sale,  number  82,  for  February  1984. 

The  CCPEDC  and  MCZM  staff  continued  to  respond  to  requests 
for  technical  assistance  to  private  citizens  and  town  agencies. 

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  PLANNING 

Current  economic  development  planning  is  directed  toward  an 
analysis  and  evaluation  of  the  Cape's  5-10  year  trends  in  basic  segments 
of  the  overall  economy.  Population  growth  and  character  with  special  at- 
tention to  the  "retired"  community,  housing  and  commercial  construc-

tion,  industrial  development,  employment  and  tourism  are  the  primary 
areas  of  analysis  interest.  The  economic  development  planning  function 
continues  to  respond  to  information  requests  from  private  industry,  local 
individuals  and  state  and  local  agencies.  A  review  of  the  character  of  in- 
formation requests  is  being  accomplished  and  the  efficiency  of  the 
system  analyzed. 

Contact  with  state  and  federal  agencies  has  increased  as  client 
requests  for  information  on  policy  shifts  has  grown  substantially.  The 
OEDP  is  being  reviewed  in  light  of  current  economic  uncertanties  and 
changes  in  traditional  support  programs.  Liason  activity  with  local  finan- 
cial institutions  has  been  increased,  reflecting  growing  client  concern 
about  interest  rate  levels  and  the  availability  of  funds  for  business  invest- 
ment.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

In  1981,  the  Dog  Officers  handled  728  calls.  The  great  majority  of 
these  involved  unsupervised  dogs.  We  would  like  to  remind  dog  owners 
that  careful  oet  supervision  is  crucial  in  order  to  assure  your  pet's  safety 
as  well  as  public  safety.  Parvovirus,  a  painful  and  usually  fatal  disease  of 
canines,  can  be  contracted  and  transmitted  by  roaming  dogs.  Left  to  fend 
for  himself,  the  unsupervised  dog  is  also  often  the  victim  of  the 
automobile.  We  responded  to  18  calls  of  dogs  hit  by  cars:  8  of  these  were 
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1981 
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D.O.A.  We  transported  6  to  the  veterinarians,  and  5  were  returned  home. 
Quarantines  were  issued  and  released  for  11  dog  bites,  2  cat  bites,  and 
yes,  even  one  guinea  pig  bite.  The  dog  is  curious  and  adventurous,  and 
when  allowed  to  roam,  often  causes  damage  to  others'  property:  we 
received  76  such  complaints  from  property  and  livestock  owners.  Of  11 
abandoned  dogs,  we  placed  10  in  responsible  new  homes.  This  year  we 
have  issued  151  violation  notices  to  owners  of  unsupervised  dogs.  Pay- 
ment of  these  fines  to  Second  District  Court  resulted  in  $1,125  returned 
to  the  town  for  town  use.  In  relation  to  these  violation  notices,  we  ap- 
peared in  court  29  times  to  submit  legal  papers,  attend  hearings  and 
trials.  We  responded  to  31  complaints  of  barking  dogs,  and  9  cruelty  com- 
plaints. 

In  1981,  there  were  626  dogs  licensed  in  the  Town  of  Eastham. 
Fees  paid  for  licenses,  amounting  to  several  hundred  dollars,  are  also  for 
the  use  of  the  town.  Licensing  your  dog  is  a  state  law,  and  will  enable  us 
to  return  your  lost  pet  to  you  more  quickly. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  Eastham  Police  Department,  Nauset 
Kennel,  the  Eastham  and  Pleasant  Bay  Animal  Hospitals,  and  the  Animal 
Rescue  League,  for  their  continuous  help  and  cooperation.

Report  of  the  Information  Booth 


The  Information  Booth  once  again  had  a  successful  season  and 
was  a  very  active  place  all  summer.  Each  year  our  number  of  visitors  in- 
creases for  all  types  of  information.  For  example  in  the  year  of  1967  our 
booth  had  11,715  visitors  in  a  total  of  107  days  of  operation.

Report  of  the 
Library  Trustees  and  Librarian 

1981  was  an  interesting  year  for  the  Library  Trustees  and  staff.  It 
was  a  year  in  which  we  adjusted  to  Prop.  IVi  by  closing  two  days  a  week 
in  the  heating  season  and  carefully  watching  our  expenses.  The  Trustees 
are  indebted  to  the  Librarian,  Jane  Eldridge,  for  her  assistance  in  manag- 
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ing  this  adjustment.  We  were  able  to  begin  summer  hours  the  middle  of 
June  as  a  result  and  to  meet  the  Selectmen's  FY  81  spending  target. 

We  particularly  wish  to  mention  our  ability  to  have  a  full  children's 
program  during  the  summer,  a  real  service  to  our  summer  visitors.  As 
many  know  the  childrens'  program  continues  on  Saturdays  during  the 
school  year.  This  program  is  greatly  enriched  by  the  equipment  and 
material  procured  through  the  audio-visual  grant  the  town  accepted  at  its 
Annual  Meeting  in  1981.  The  childrens'  program  is  carried  on  with  the 
capable  and  enthusiastic  assistance  of  Mary  Ann  Mutting,  the  Children's 
Librarian. 


The  Trustees  used  Billings  Fund  income  to  provide  storm  and 
screen  windows  for  the  front  basement  thus  making  the  room  and  hall 
more  usable  throughout  the  year.  They  also  planned  a  rearrangement  of 
the  main  floor  of  the  Library,  after  consultation  with  a  number  of  people. 
This  will  be  accomplished  in  1982  using  trust  fund  income  and  a  very 
generous  contribution  from  the  Friends  of  Eastham  Library.  The  Trustees 
have  continued  to  build  their  Cape  Cod  historical  and  genealogical 
reference  collection  which  they  are  happy  very  happy  to  see  used  by  re- 
searchers. 


One  of  the  ways  a  library  has  of  measuring  its  service  to  the  town 
is  by  keeping  statistical  records,  and  measuring  productivity  i.e.  circula- 
tion relative  to  the  town's  population  and  the  number  of  registered  bor- 
rowers.

The  Trustees  wish  the 
Library  to  be  a  useful,  cheerful  place  to  which  all  ages  may  come  for  in- 
formation, recreation  and  socializing. 

The  Trustees  acknowledge  a  large  number  of  gifts,  small  and 
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great,  in  money  and  in  kind.  To  specify  one  or  two  would  be  to  fail  to 
recognize  many  others.  Donors  may  be  sure  they  add  to  the  Library  or 
beautify  its  grounds.  The  assistance  and  interest  of  the  Friends  of  the 
Eastham  Library  have  made  possible  much  that  might  not  otherwise 
have  been  done. 

The  Trustees  appreciate  the  professional  planning  and  advice 
regarding  the  overall  management  of  the  Library  that  the  Head  Librarian 
Jane  Eldridge  has  given  them.  We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  services  of 
the  staff  and  volunteers  during  the  past  year.  Their  loyalty  and  concern 
for  the  Library  make  it  possible  for  us  to  extend  the  best  possible  service 
to  the  public.  Mrs.  Hazel  Van  Voorhes,  a  long  time  member  of  the  staff 
and  devoted  volunteer,  retired  this  past  year.

The  restrictions  forthcoming  in  our  next  school  year  will 
necessitate  staff  reduction  with  still  no  plans  for  any  major  maintenance 
project.  All  citizens  of  the  town  are  urged  to  make  themselves  familiar 
with  the  budget  and  operation  of  the  school.  Any  persons  who  have  time 
and  are  interested  in  helping  in  a  volunteer  capacity  are  urged  to  do  so.  It 
could  be  a  rewarding  experience  to  be  associated  with  our  town's  young 
students. 

The  Committee's  gratitude  extends  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  Prin- 
cipal Dan  Shay  and  his  teaching  and  non-teaching  staff,  our  excellent 
Central  Office  staff,  and  most  of  all  to  the  citizens  of  the  town.  All  groups 
have  joined  forces  to  maintain  the  high  caliber  of  our  school  system.

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Elementary  School 
Superintendent's  Report 

What  should  a  community  expect  from  its  schools?  In  this,  my 
seventh  annual  report  to  the  Town  of  Eastham,  I  am  pleased  to  state  that 
our  school  would  rank  high  in  providing  a  comprehensive  educational  ex- 
perience for  our  children.  Our  programs  are  responsive  to  community 
needs.  Whether  it  is  basic  skills  or  program  enrichment,  sports  or  perfor- 
ming arts,  counseling  or  special  needs,  gifted  or  retarded,  alternative  or 
traditional,  an  individualized  educational  experience  is  available  to  every 
boy  and  girl  within  our  school.  We  offer  programs  that  appeal  to  an  ex- 
tremely wide  range  of  interests  and  needs. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  constraint  of  the  past  year  (in  fact, 
probably  any  year  that  you  or  I  have  experienced)  is  the  impact  of  Pro- 
position 2V2.  Rather  than  belabor  this  point,  I  have  been  pleased  with  the 
high  degree  of  professionalism  shown  by  our  staff  in  dealing  with  this 
stressful  situation.  Whereas  most  news  coverage  focused  on  the  highly 
charged  and  traumatic  decisions  involved  in  the  implementation  of  Pro- 
position 2V2,  I  would  like  to  focus  on  the  fact  that  the  implementation 
was  done  in  a  most  sensitive,  rational,  fair,  and  equitable  manner.  Deci- 
sion making  and  the  process  of  implementation  of  2y2  legislation 
centered  around  maintaining  our  wide  range  of  programs  for  children. 
Despite  2y2,  our  schools  have  continued  to  serve  the  community  well. 

The  communication  flow  far  exceeded  that  of  any  other  year  since 
I  have  been  here.  Information  on  the  implementation  process  and  budget 
procedures  was  shared  with  the  town  hall  and  finance  committee  early 
on,  and  they  were  kept  abreast  of  this  development.  There  was  continued 
openness  in  the  process.  Community  involvement  exceeded  any  other 
past  involvement.  Parent  participation  was  higher  than  at  any  time  since  I 
have  been  here.  The  groundwork  has  been  set  to  bring  about  a  much 
closer  home/school  partnership  in  the  future  if  we  are  alert  to  avenues 
that  have  been  opened. 

Most  data  indicates  that  we  are  doing  well,  and  curriculum  im- 
provement, breadth  oT  curriculum  offerings,  and  student  achievement  as 
a  result  of  the  work  of  the  past  five  years  are  more  observable.  Test 
scores  have  shown  a  steady  increase  despite  the  fact  that  population 
trends  have  not  changed  significantly  and  the  mobility  factor  is  negligi- 
ble. As  far  as  understanding  what  we  should  expect  from  children,  infor- 
mation via  curriculum  guides,  course  descriptions,  homework  policy, 
enrichment  opportunities,  and  other  descriptive  material  are  readily 
available  to  any  citizen.  Anyone  can  obtain  a  descriptive  overview  of 
educational  programs  via  scope  and  sequence  charts,  school  hand- 
books, and  course  descriptions.  A  family  contemplating  moving  into  our 
area  can  obtain  a  good  appraisal  of  what  to  expect  from  our  schools  for 
entering  children. 
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It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  be  associated  with  the 
outstanding  staff  of  the  Eastham  Elementary  School.  The  high  level  of 
dedication  and  the  skills  which  each  member  of  the  staff  brings  to  the 
school  enhances  the  learning  experience  of  each  child.  The  school  con- 
tinues to  be  a  source  of  pride  for  the  community  of  Eastham. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  citizens  of 
Eastham  for  the  spirit  of  cooperation  in  our  work  together.  Any  communi- 
ty with  as  fine  a  school  system  as  ours  can  only  reflect  the  positive  sup- 
port of  its  citizenry.

Report  of  the  School  Principal 
Eastham  Elementary  School 

New  staff  members  joining  the  Eastham  Elementary  School  this 
year  are  Miss  Teresa  Lamperti,  Special  Needs  Aide;  Mrs.  Jane  Bove, 
School  Nurse;  and  Mrs.  Sandy  Yates,  Art  Substitute. 

The  major  impact  upon  our  school  has  been  the  preparation  for 
and  the  implementation  of  Proposition  2-V2.  Many  difficult  decisions  had 
to  be  made  and  the  belt  tightened.  However,  providing  services  for  our 
children  is  still  the  major  area  of  emphasis. 

There  were  several  areas  of  study  performed  in  the  curriculum 
area:  in-service  education  on  reading  diagnosis,  exploration  of  the  adap- 
tive physical  education  area,  and  implementation  of  the  new  Perform- 
ance Evaluation  process. 

The  maintenance  area  is  winding  down  after  three  years  of  in- 
tense refurbishing.  This  year  we  installed  storm  windows  on  the  rear  of 
the  school  building,  fixed  up  the  student  lavatories  in  the  1954  building, 
finished  up  the  interior  painting  in  the  1954  building,  and,  initiated  an 
energy  study  dealing  with  insulation  and  pipe-wrapping  of  the  ventila- 
tion system  in  the  building. 

Our  Parents'  Group  continues  to  be  highly  visible  in  their 
volunteer  projects  for  the  school:  lunch  room,  library,  classrooms,  pot 
luck  suppers,  and  the  annual  June  fair. 
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Over  the  year  I  have  been  very  concerned  about  the  image  of 
public  education.  There  seenns  to  be  an  awesome  amount  of  articles 
pointing  out  the  poorer  segments  of  education.  Well,  it  doesn't  happen  in 
Eastham.  We  have  a  very  fine  school  and  it  results  from  the  hard  work  of 
the  school  committee,  staff,  parents,  and  you,  the  community.  Thank 
you.

Report  of  the  Cape  Cod  Regional 
Technical  High  School  District 

1981  has  been  a  banner  year  for  the  students  at  Cape  Cod  Tech. 

The  first  order  of  business  in  the  month  of  January  was  to  work 
very  diligently  with  the  Finance  Committee  members  from  each  of  the 
towns  in  the  development  of  our  FY82  Budget.  We  appreciate  the  support 
and  assistance  given  by  them. 

I  would  also  like  to  commend  our  staff  for  the  excellent  job  they 
did  in  preparing  our  school  for  the  evaluation  by  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  Inc.  During  the  month  of  May  we 
were  notified  by  the  Executive  Director  of  this  Association  that  we  had 
received  an  accreditation  of  five  years  and,  on  December  11,  1981,  we 
received  our  certificate  of  accreditation  at  their  Annual  Meeting  held  in 
Boston. 

We  have  continued  to  work  on  the  administration  building  for  the 
Nauset  School  system.  It  is  completely  closed  in  at  this  point  and  the 
electrical,  plumbing  and  heating  students  are  now  working  with  the 
carpenters  in  the  installation  of  the  utilities.  We  are  very  proud  of  the  pro- 
gress that  we  are  making  and  we  would  invite  the  citizens  to  go  by  and 
stop  in  if  the  students  are  there. 

Another  big  event  that  culminated  in  1981  was  the  final  accep- 
tance by  all  the  member  towns  of  an  amendment  to  our  agreement  which 
allowed  the  town  of  Mashpee  to  join  the  Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical 
High  School  District.  We  are  most  appreciative  of  the  efforts  out  forth  by 
the  municipal  officials  in  guiding  this  amendment  through  the  various  an- 
nual town  meetings.  We  welcome  the  town  of  Mashpee  to  Cape  Cod 
Tech. 
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street  Lights 


January  1981,  we  had  52  Street  Lights.  February  1981  we  took 
Street  Lights  out  of  the  Street  Light  Fund  Account  and  charged  them  to 
the  Beach  Fund  Account.  In  August  1981,  we  had  six  Street  Lights 


Two  lights  we  were  going  to  rennove  on  Aspinet  Road  and  North 
Sunken  Meadow  road,  were  picked  up  by  residents  of  that  area  and  they 
assumed  the  cost.  December  1981,  four  more  lights  were  removed, 
three  in  the  center  of  town  and  one  by  the  Evergreen  Cemetery.  There 
are  31  street  lights  left. 

Last  year  I  estimated  our  Street  Light  Account  should  be  $6,530.00 
for  FY  1982.  However,  we  level  funded  the  account  at  $6,100.00.  In  March 
of  1981  the  Power  charge  was  .06891  per  KWH.  April  it  was  .05127  per 
KWH,  June  it  was  .04490  per  KWH,  July  it  was  .05017  per  KWH,  October  it 
was  .06281  per  KWH.  The  variable  KWH  charges  make  it  very  difficult  to 
estimate  for  the  FY  1983. 

Taking  this  whole  picture  into  consideration:  1 .  we  are  down  to  the 
bare  minimum  for  street  lights  at  the  present  for  safety,  and  2.  we  can 
take  another  look  at  removing  maybe  one  or  two  more  lights  in  town,  and 
3.  the  possibility  of  a  15%  to  20%  increase  in  electricity,  we  can  either  in- 
crease the  Street  Light  Fund  20%  to  $7,320.00  or  15%  to  $7,000.00 
(rounded)  or  level  fund  at  $6,100.00,  and  monitor  the  Fund  during  the 
year  and  remove  more  lights.

Harbormaster's  Report 


The  Cape  Cod  Tech  School  Committee  was  very  pleased  to  hear  a 
report  from  the  Guidance  office  during  the  November  meeting,  that  a 
four-year  survey  had  been  made  on  the  graduate  and  placement  statistics 
for  our  students.  This  recent  follow-up  study  of  our  graduates,  covering 
the  years  1978  to  1981,  revealed  some  impressive  placement  statistics. 
An  average  of  75%  of  our  students  replied  to  the  survey  and  of  those 
students,  94%  were  successfully  placed  upon  graduation  and  continue 
to  be  employed.  Future  annual  class  surveys  should  provide  us  with  a 
more  comprehensive  placement  history  of  each  class  during  the  first  five 
years  after  graduation.  The  School  Committee  was  tremendously  im- 
pressed with  these  statistics,  and  as  I  indicated  in  my  report  last  year, 
the  successful  placement  of  our  graduates  is  of  paramount  importance 
to  us. 

We  had  two  changes  on  our  Committee  membership  this  year  - 
Mr.  Phil  Deschamps  from  the  Town  of  Orleans  resigned  and  was  replaced 
by  Mr.  James  Scanlon.  Mr.  William  Shannahan  from  the  town  of  Dennis 
resigned  and  was  replaced  by  Mr.  Kenneth  Forbes. 

Mr.  Wilfred  H.  Learned,  Jr.,  along  with  his  assistant,  Timothy  Car- 
roll, and  the  rest  of  the  staff  members  at  Cape  Cod  Tech  are  here  to  serve 
you,  the  people  of  our  District.

Report  of  the 
Wellfleet  Home  Health  Agency 


Effective  September  1,  1981,  the  Wellfleet  Home  Health  Agency 
began  to  provide  health  services  to  Eastham  residents.  In  view  of  this 
change,  it  is  the  intent  of  this  report  to  provide  residents  with  an  overview 
of  the  Agency  so  they  may  better  understand  the  role  of  the  town  nurse, 
the  scope  of  services  and  programs  available  to  them  and  where  to  con- 
tact us  when  services  are  needed. 

The  Wellfleet  Home  Health  Agency  provides  a  broad  scope  of 
health  services  to  the  residents  of  Wellfleet,  Truro  and  Eastham.  Services 
include  nursing,  physical  therapy,  speech  therapy  and  home  health 
aides.  These  services  provide  skilled  care  on  a  short  term  basis  to  sick  or 
injured  persons  within  their  home  and  under  supervision  of  a  physician. 

Other  nursing  visits  include  health  promotion  visits,  maternity 
visits  and  Board  of  Health  visits.  The  purpose  of  these  visits  Is  to  pro- 
mote and  maintain  health  and  aid  in  the  prevention  and  control  of 
disease.  These  visits  are  free  of  charge.  Anyons  can  request  a  health 
assessment  visit. 

The  Agency  also  provides  the  school  health  services  to  each  of 
the  three  elementary  schools.  It  assists  at  a  Well  Child  Clinic  for  newborn 
and  pre-school  children.  It  staffs  the  blood  pressure  clinics  co-sponsored 
by  the  councils  on  aging  and  annual  flu  clinics. 

Our  services  are  available  from  8  a.m.  to  9  p.m.,  seven  days  a 
week.  Office  hours  are  8  a.m.  to  4  p.m.,  five  days  a  week,  year  round.  The 
main  office  is  located  in  the  Wellfleet  Elementary  School  and  the  phone 
number  is  349-3011.  During  the  school  year  a  nurse  can  be  reached  at 
various  times  at  the  Eastham  School.  Because  of  the  scope  of  services 
offered  there  are  times  when  no  one  is  in  the  office  to  answer  the 
telephone.  To  increase  our  availability,  beepers  were  purchased.  Anyone 
who  wishes  to  contact  a  nurse  can  call  the  Wellfleet  Police  Dispatch  at 
349-3754  and  either  leave  a  message  or  request  the  nurse  be  paged. 

The  Home  Health  Agency  is  funded  yearly  by  the  voters  at  their 
annual  town  meetings.  Voters  must  understand  that  the  actual  cost  of 
the  Agency  is  only  20%  of  its  annual  budget  appropriation.  Income  is 
generated  through  the  skilled  nursing  visits  and  other  therapeutic  ser- 
vices that  the  Agency  provides.  Reimbursement  received  from  Medicare, 
Medicaid,  private  insurance,  patient  fees  and  donations  annually  equal 
80%  of  the  original  appropriation. 

Fees  for  services  are  based  on  an  annual  cost  study.  Recognizing 
the  fiscal  restraints  that  the  towns  are  faced  with,  it  became  important 
that  the  fees  for  services  approximate  the  cost  for  operating  the  Agency. 
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However,  the  Agency  is  also  aware  that  there  are  circumstances  when 
someone  may  not  be  able  to  pay  for  needed  care.  Thus,  a  sliding  fee  scale 
is  available  for  those  who  cannot  pay  the  full  fee.  No  one  needing  nursing 
services  will  be  refused. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  those  people  who  were  involved  in  the  con- 
solidation of  the  Eastham  Town  Nursing  Service  with  this  Agency.  The 
transition  went  smoothly.  The  Agency  will  continue  to  strive  to  provide 
quality  health  care  to  those  it  serves.

After  petition,  the  first  Eastham  Charter  Commission  was  elected 
to  office  by  the  town's  citizens  on  Thursday,  May  27,  1981.  Filling  the 
nine  member  commission  are  Chairman,  Mark  Mathison,  Vice-Chairman, 
Jack  Clarke,  Neal  Layton,  Joyce  Brookshire,  Paul  Morton,  Charles  Deane, 
Francis  Kingsley,  Wallace  Ruckert  and  John  Curtiss. 

The  purpose  of  the  commission,  as  outlined  under  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Constitutional  Home  Rule  Amendment  Article  2,  Section 
6  and  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  is  to  draft 
and  submit  to  the  voters  of  Eastham  the  first  charter  this  town  has  ever 
had.  Since  incorporation  in  1651,  Eastham  has  governed  itself  simply  by 
using  the  Commonwealth's  general  laws  which  pertain  to  local  govern- 
ment, together  with  various  local  by-laws. 

The  commission  received  public  comment  during  its  first  required 
open  hearing  on  June  15,  1981;  interviewed  various  town  department 
heads  throughout  the  fall  and  winter  and  is  investigating  alternative 
forms  of  town  government  as  they  exist  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 
By  the  spring  of  1983,  the  commission  will  be  prepared  to  present  a  pro- 
posed charter  to  the  citizens  for  their  approval. 

All  those  interested  in  participating  in  the  commission's  open 
hearings  and  public  meetings  are  invited  to  attend.

The  Town  of  Eastham  finds  that  — 

(1)  The  groundwater  underlying  this  town  is  the  sole  source  of  its 
existing  and  future  water  supply  including  drinking  water; 

(2)  The  groundwater  aquifer  is  integrally  connected  with,  and 
flows  into,  the  surface  waters,  lakes,  streams  and  coastal  estuaries 
which  constitute  significant  recreational  and  economic  resources  of  the 
town  used  for  bathing  and  other  water-related  recreation,  shellfishing 
and  fishing. 

(3)  Accidental  spills  and  discharges  of  petroleum  products  and 
other  toxic  and  hazardous  materials  have  repeatedly  threatened  the 
quality  of  such  groundwater  supplies  and  related  water  resources  on 
Cape  Cod  and  in  other  Massachusetts  towns,  posing  potential  public 
health  and  safety  hazards  and  threatening  economic  losses  to  the  af- 
fected communities. 

(4)  Unless  preventive  measures  are  adopted  to  prohibit  discharge 
of  toxic  and  hazardous  materials  and  to  control  their  storage  within  the 
town,  further  spills  and  discharges  of  such  materials  will  predictably  oc- 
cur, and  with  greater  frequency  and  degree  of  hazard  by  reason  of  in- 
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creasing  construction,  commercial,  and  industrial  development,  popula- 
tion, and  vehicular  traffic  in  the  Town  of  Eastham  and  on  Cape  Cod; 

(5)  The  foregoing  conclusions  are  confirmed  by  findings  set  forth 
in  the  Environmental  Impact  Statement  and  Water-Quality  Management 
Plan  for  Cape  Cod  (September  1978),  prepared  by  the  Cape  Cod  Planning 
and  Economic  Development  Commission  pursuant  to  Section  208  of  the 
Federal  Clean  Waters  Act;  by  the  report  entitled  Chemical  Contamination 
(September  1979),  prepared  by  the  Special  Legislative  Commission  on 
Water  Supply,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  and  by  the  report. 
Chemical  Quality  of  Ground  Water,  Cape  Cod,  Massachusetts  (1979), 
prepared  by  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey. 

Section  2.  Authority 

The  Town  of  Eastham  adopts  the  following  measures  under  its 
home  rule  powers  to  protect  the  public  health  and  welfare,  and  its 
authorization  under  Chapter  40,  M.G.LS.  21. 

Section  3.  Definitions 

(A)  The  term,  "discharge,"  means  the  accidental  or  intentional 
spilling,  leaking,  pumping,  emitting,  emptying  or  dumping  of  toxic  or 
hazardous  material  upon  or  into  any  land  or  waters  of  the  Town  of 
Eastham.  Discharge  includes,  without  limitation,  leakage  of  such 
materials  from  failed  or  discarded  containers  or  storage  systems,  and 
disposal  of  such  materials  into  any  on-site  sewage  disposal  system, 
drywell,  catch  basin  or  unapproved  landfill.  The  term,  "discharge,"  as  us- 
ed and  applied  in  this  By-Law,  does  not  include  the  following: 

(1)  Proper  disposal  of  any  material  in  a  sanitary  or  industrial  land- 
fill that  has  received  and  maintained  all  necessary  legal  approvals  for 
that  purpose; 

(2)  Application  of  fertilizers  and  pesticides  in  accordance  with 
label  recommendations  and  with  regulations  of  the  Massachusetts 
Pesticide  Control  Board: 

(3)  Application  of  road  salts  in  conformance  with  the  Snow  and  Ice 
Control  Program  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works;  and 

(4)  Disposal  of  "sanitary  sewage"  to  subsurface  sewage  disposal 
systems  as  defined  and  permitted  by  Title  5  of  the  Massachusetts  En- 
vironmental Code. 

(B)  The  term  "toxic  or  hazardous  material",  means  any  substance 
or  mixture  of  such  physical,  chemical  or  infectious  characteristics  as  to 
pose,  in  the  Board  of  Health's  judgement,  a  significant  actual  or  potential 
hazard  to  water  supplies,  or  other  hazard  to  human  health,  if  such 
substance  or  mixture  were  discharged  to  land  or  waters  of  this  Town. 
"Toxic  or  hazardous  materials"  include,  without  limitation,  organic 
chemicals,  petroleum  products,  heavy  metals,  radioactive  or  infectious 
wastes,  acids  and  alkalies,  and  include  products  such  as  pesticides,  her- 
bicides, solvents  and  thinners.  Wastes  generated  by  the  following  ac- 
tivities, without  limitation,  are  presumed  to  be  toxic  or  hazardous,  unless 
and  except  to  the  extent  that  anyone  engaging  in  such  an  activity  can 
demonstrate  the  contrary  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Health.

Metal  plating,  finishing  and  polishing

Printing 

Section  4.  Prohibitions 

(A)  The  discharge  of  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  upon  the  ground 
or  into  any  surface  or  groundwaters  within  the  Town  of  Eastham  is  pro- 
hibited. 

(B)  Outdoor  storage  of  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  is  prohibited, 
except  in  product-tight  containers  which  are  protected  from  the 
elements,  leakage,  accidental  damage  and  vandalism,  and  which  are 
stored  in  accordance  with  all  applicable  requirements  of  Section  5  of  the 
By-Law.  For  purposes  of  this  subsection,  road  salts  and  fertilizer  shall  be 
considered  as  hazardous  materials. 

Section  5.  Storage  Controls 

(A)  Except  as  exempted  below,  every  owner  and  every  operator 
other  than  an  owner  of  a  site  at  which  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  are 
stored  in  quantities  totaling,  at  any  time,  more  than  50  gallons  liquid 
volume  or  25  pounds  dry  weight  shall  register,  with  the  Board  of  Health 
the  types  of  materials  stored,  quantities,  location  and  method  of  storage. 
The  Board  of  Health  may  require  that  an  inventory  of  such  materials  be 
maintained  on  the  premises  and  be  reconciled  with  purchase,  use,  sales 
and  disposal  records  on  a  monthly  basis,  in  order  to  detect  any  product 
loss.  Registration  required  by  this  subsection  shall  be  submitted  within 
60  days  of  enactment  of  this  ordinance,  and  annually  thereafter. 
Maintenance  and  reconciliation  of  inventories  shall  begin  within  the 
same  60  day  period.  Exemptions:  Registrations  and  inventory  re- 
quirements shall  not  apply  to  the  following: 

(1)  Fuel  oil  stored  in  conformance  with  Massachusetts  Fire 
Prevention  Regulations  and  regulations  of  the  Eastham  Board  of  Health 
for  the  purpose  of  heating  buildings  located  on  the  site;  or 

(2)  The  storage  of  toxic  and  hazardous  materials  at  a  single  family 
or  two  family  dwelling,  except  where  such  materials  are  stored  for  use 
associated  with  a  professional  or  home  occupation  use  as  defined  by 
Section  III,  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Eastham. 

(B)  Wastes  containing  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  shall  be  held 
on  the  premises  in  product-tight  containers  and  shall  be  removed  and 
disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  Massachusetts  Hazardous  Waste 
Management  Act,  Ch.  704  of  the  Acts  of  1979. 
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(C)  The  Board  of  Health  may  require  that  containers  of  toxic  or 
hazardous  materials  be  stored  on  an  impervious,  chemical  resistant  sur- 
face compatible  with  the  material  being  stored  and  that  provisions  be 
made  to  contain  the  product  in  the  case  of  accidental  spillage. 

Section  6.  Report  of  Spills  and  Leaks 

(A)  Every  person  having  knowledge  of  a  spill,  leak  or  other  loss  of 
toxic  or  hazardous  materials  believed  to  be  in  excess  of  5  gallons  or  5 
pounds  dry  weight  shall  report  the  spill  or  loss  of  same  to  the  Board  of 
Health  within  one  hour  of  detection. 

Section  7.  Enforcement 

(A)  The  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  The  agent  of  the  Board  of  Health  may,  according  to  law,  enter 
upon  any  premises  at  any  reasonable  time  to  inspect  for  compliance. 

(B)  Upon  request  of  an  agent  of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  owner  or 
operator  of  any  premises  at  which  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  are  used 
or  stored  shall  furnish  all  information  required  to  monitor  compliance 
with  this  By-Law,  including  a  complete  list  of  all  chemicals,  pesticides, 
fuels  and  other  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  used  or  stored  on  the 
premises,  a  description  of  measures  taken  to  protect  storage  containers 
from  vandalism,  corrosion  and  spillage,  and  the  means  of  disposal  of  all 
toxic  or  hazardous  wastes  produced  on  the  site.  A  sample  of  wastewater 
disposed  to  on-site  septic  systems,  drywells  or  sewage  treatment 
systems  may  be  required  by  the  agent  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

(C)  All  records  pertaining  to  storage,  removal  and  disposal  of  toxic 
or  hazardous  wastes  shall  be  retained  for  no  less  than  three  years,  and 
shall  be  made  available  for  review  by  the  agent  of  the  Board  of  Health 
upon  request. 

(D)  The  Building  Commissioner  of  the  Town  of  Eastham  shall  con- 
dition issuance  of  construction  and  occupancy  permits  upon  conformity 
with  the  requirements  of  this  By-Law  respecting  any  toxic  or  hazardous 
materials  to  be  used  in  the  course  of  such  construction  or  occupancy. 

Section  8.  Violation 

(A)  Written  notice  of  any  violation  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  given  by 
the  agent  of  the  Board  of  Health,  specifying  the  nature  of  the  violation; 
any  corrective  measures  that  must  be  undertaken,  including  containment 
and  cleanup  of  discharged  materials;  any  preventive  measures  required 
for  avoiding  future  violations;  and  a  time  for  compliance.  Requirements 
specified  in  such  notice  shall  be  reasonable  in  relation  to  the  public 
health  hazard  involved  and  the  difficulty  of  compliance.  The  cost  of  con- 
tainment and  cleanup  shall  be  borne  by  the  owner  and  operator  of  the 
premises. 

Section  9.  Penalty 

Penalty  for  failure  to  comply  with  any  provisions  of  this  By-Law 
shall  be  $200.00  per  day  of  violation. 

Section  10.  Severability 

Each  provision  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  construed  as  separate,  to 
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the  end  that  if  any  part  of  it  shall  be  held  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  re- 
mainder shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect,or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto.
